Bishop W. N. ‘Ainsworth, former 
president of Wesleyan Female col- 
lege, of Macon, Ga., and recently re- 
turned from China, gave a clear de- 
scription of political conditions in 
thc. country as the principal speaker 
at the regular meeting of the City 
club Thursday afternoon in the 
Piedmont hotel. ; 

After affirming that we could ro 
longer call China a foreign country, 
but only a remioter portion of the 
world readily accessible, the promi- 
nent churchman discussed the new 
movement in China, featuring labor 
conditions, liberation of women and 


tion. Describing the great conflict 
now being waged between the na- 
tionalist or southern party and the 
group of reactionary war lords, Bish- 
op Ainsworth praised the conserva- 
tive elements of the nationalists and 
hazarded the opinion that as early

as next summer the world might see 
China again at peace with itself and 
the better elements on top. 

“In certain aspects the aversion to 
foreigners in that ancient country is 
overstated by current reports,” the 
bishop declared. “Of all outsiders 
Americans are the least disliked, and 
1 am happy to say that, except ~here 
seditious uprisings have been insti- 
gated, there has been no hostility 
shown toward Christian missionaries. 

“The great masses of China have 
been sucked white by the numerous 
provincial war lords. But the coun- 
try is rapidly awakening and labor 
is clamoring for more returns from 
industry, unsatisfied with the two to 
15-cent day’s wages. The women, 
too, seek through reform movements 
a place in the world outside of the 
bome. There is the desire on their 
part to get out and look over the 
matrimonial bargains for themselves 
and to do away with the traditional 
selling of girls into slavery and vice 
by their fathers. A third factor in 
the China of today is the unyielding 
determination for native rule, with 
the abrogation of unequal treaties 
end concessions to foreign powers. 
The reformists’ objections here are

Mr. Churchill, writing in The Lon- 
don Times, writes on a subject, the 
French do not relish, that is the muti- 
nies in their armies and the spirit 
of defeatism at home.

Daudet’s articles in the “Action Fran- 
caise” and professes, no doubt sin- 
cerely, profound attachment to che 
Catholic church, nevertheless demands 
some limitation of the power of the 
pope to interfere in political matters 
in France. This is very significant, 
since it undoubtedly expresses. the 
opinion of a large number of French 
Catholics. The manifesto begins by 
saying that recent events have given 
the French public the impression that 
the diplomatic representative of the 
highest spiritual authority “appeared 
to be encroaching on the legitimate 
autonomy of our national life.” If 
the present situation continues it will 
lead to the “monstrous anomaly” that 
the church. and the patrie will appear 
to be opposed to each other. The pro- 
found cause is the abolition of the 
concordat, which defined the frontier 
between the: vatican and France and 
laid down the limits beyond which the 
power of the head of the church can- 
not go without wounding the national 
sentiment, adds the paper.

A shortage in either of the three ma- 
jor elements of plant food will show 
unsatisfactory results in the crop at 
harvesting.

America [mmune 
From Air Attack, 
Wilbur Asserts

Chicago, March 10.— (#) — The 
United States is safe from any for- 
eign attack from the air because air- 
eraft are incapable of making such an 
attack if they so desired, Curtis D. 
Wilbur, secretary of the navy, declared 
here today. 

r. Wilbur termed an attack from 
the’ skies, “an utter impossibility,’ 
explaining that to make a continuous 
flight over the Atlantic ocean an air- 
plane would necessarily have to carry 
a minimum weight, thereby giving no 
chance to carry bombs or other de- 
structive implements of war and eveu 
after reaching American shores, if 
the aviator met no mishaps en route, 
he would be forced to land for fuel 

“The only other way we might be 
attacked from the air,” said Mr. Wil- 
bur, “might be from planes carri7d 
from a wother ship which might pen- 
etrate our naval defepses. We are, 
however, well protected from such an 
invasion, by our own naval force.” 

Mr. 
protection by saying that every ship 
in the American navy now or soon will 
carry planes on their decks and that 
battleships are now equipped or being 
equipped with a new type of powder 
propelled catapults which will enable 
them to send out heavy bombing and 
combat planes, as well as torpedo car- 
rying planes, scouting planes and sea- 
planes. 

While the country’s air forces are 
being improved, Mr. Wilbur said, w 
meet foreign competition from the air, 
America’s battleships also are being 
equipped to meet successfully an air 
attack.

Dr. Francis J. Gerty, of Chicago, 
said Croarkin flinched and cried at 
the mention of hanging for his crime; 
related a clear and connected narra- 
tive of what happened, and displayed 
remorse; admitting that he “felt rot- 
ten and vonscience stricken” after the 
slaying. ‘This testimony was directly 
upposite that of defense alienists. 

He thought lucidly enough to reply: 
“My attorneys told me to admit killing 
the boy, but not to give the motiy>,” 
Dr. Gerty testified.”
